the Ten Point Coalition, one of the city’s 
leading African-American organiza- 
tions. They’re scheduled to sit down at 
Harrison’s church, Barnes United Meth- 
odist, to discuss the possibility of ex- 


panding to a national level Ten Point’s 
approach to reducing youth violence. 

Why would Harrison, Ten Point’s 
president, huddle with President Don- 
ald Trump’s top cop, a man the National 
Urban League, among many other 
critics, has accused of having “close ties 
to extremist, white nationalist organi- 
zations”?

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No prison for Bergdahl 


He was held captive for five years by 
the Taliban, but Army Sgt. Bowe Berg- 
dahl won't serve prison time in the U.S. 
for desertion. 

Bergdahl walked off his post in Af- 
ghanistan in 2009 and was quickly cap- 
tured by militants. Three of his fellow 
soldiers were injured in subsequent at- 
tempts to find the missing soldier. 

After a military judge ruled that Berg- 
dahl would lose a rank and be dishonor- 


ably discharged, one of Bergdahl’s law- 
yers said his client was “certainly glad 
this is over” — far different from the take 
of the commander in chief. 

President Donald Trump, who has 
long criticized Bergdahl as a traitor, 
tweeted Friday that the ruling was “a 
complete and total disgrace to our 
Country and to our Military.”

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INDIANAPOLIS - A federal judge 
has determined that an Indianapolis 
attorney who has been representing 
the alleged mastermind behind the 
2000 bombing of the USS Cole will not 
be detained due to his efforts to with- 
draw from the case on ethical grounds. 

Richard Kammen alleges in a pet- 
ition filed in federal court that his rep-

Kammen Among the defen- 


dants in the petition 
filed Thursday are Secretary of De- 
fense James Mattis and military judge 
Col. Vance Spath. 

Spath had ordered Kammen to con- 
tinue representing Al-Nashiri and has 
said the attorney would be arrested 
and held in contempt if he does not. 

Friday afternoon, however, U.S. 
District Judge Tanya Walton Pratt in 
Indianapolis ruled that Kammen 
should not be held in custody until the 
court holds a hearing on the merits of 
his case. 

“It is a relief for the time being,” one 
of Kammen’s attorneys, Robert W. 
Hammerle, told IndyStar on Friday 
evening. 

The detention of Kammen, who has 
been appointed by various district
